"The 'gang" idea as applied to crim-«, 


inals Is a ridiculous blunder," said aa 
experienced i'detective. "There are no 
such things except in story books. 
There seems to be something about the 
inner nature of confirmed crooks that 
forbids them to band together. Honest 
folks Instinctively drift toward each 
other and form societies and combina- 
tions for self protection and mutual 
interest, but criminals are exactly the 
reverse. 


"Safe burglars generally work in 


parties of three, but that is because 
three men are necessary to the average 
'job'—two to manipulate the drill and' 
other tools and one to 'pipe' or watch 
the outside. Whenever it Is possible 
for a burglar to 'turn a trick,' as they, 
call it, single handed he is certain to 
go alone. It is the same with all other 
thieves. 


"You read of a 'gang of pickpocket/ 


descending on some country fair. They( 
do their work in pairs, so in that case 
it would simply mean that six or eight 
of the 'crooked couples happened to 
strike the place at the same time. The 
detective novel theory is that criminals 
are organized into great societies with 
regular heads and cast iron laws and 
bylaws, to violate which means sud- 
den and mysterious death.

police- 


would know it ten minutes after the 
first meeting adjourned.

The Commercial (Kdncatlon Qn«»Uon 


The expansion of the United States 


into the tropics has given a new im- 
portance to the question of commercial 
education. It indicates that we are on 
the eve of important changes in both 
the political 
and the 
commercial 


world, and also that the struggle for 
the control of new markets is becoming 
sharp. The tropics are the only regions 
.whose products are not well developed 
and in which competition has not re- 
duced the margin of profits toward the 
vanishing point. It is true of the 
tropics morer than any other part of 
the world, that its trade depends upon 
a knowledge of the conditions of life 
and the habits of the people who are 
beyond 
likelihood 
of 
immediate 


change. The rest of the world is so 
closely united that articles in demand 
in one land are likely to be desirable 
in all. This is not true of the tropics or 
of the Orient. Their long isolation from 
the rest of the world and their 
an- 


cient and unchanging forms of society 
have fixed the needs of life within cer- 
tain lines, causing 
successful trade 


to depend upon exact knowledge of lo- 
cal habits. As a consequence, there is 
need not only of a thorough 
under- 


standing of the laws of trade and of 
the ways of doing business which are 
of universal application, but also of 
that particular and technical knowl- 
edge which will enable a merchant to 
undertake particular 
lines of trade 


with special countries, without liabil- 
ity of destructive mistake. This need, 
which the recent exploitation of trop- 
ical lands for commercial purposes has 
only served to emphasize, has for half 
a century been recognized in European 
countries, which found themselves dis- 
tanced 
in commercial 
pursuits, or 


called upon by the exigencies of their 
national life to enter upon new ways. 
It has resulted in the planting of cer- 
tain schools for commercial education 
of the higher grade, which have al- 
ready become distinguished and in the 
establishing of some systems of com- 
mercial education, which are new and 
important. 


The movement has in so far attracted 


attention in this country that the Uni- 
versities of Pennsylvania,-. California 
and Chicago as well as Columbia uni- 
versity, have inaugurated or announc- 
ed special courses of instruction in 
this direction, but it has gained so lit- 
tle genuine recognition that even these 
courses seem to be etsablished rather 
for the benefit of the local institution 
than because of any conviction on the 
part of the principals in the matter 
that the need is a permanent one.—

NEW RATES HAVE GOME 


Local Insurance Men Re- 


ceive the Long Promised 


New Schedules 


ARE A DECIDED REDUCTION 


Merchantile Risks Reduced on Average 


About 10 Per Cent. Some Risks 


Increased, Especially in Out- 


Oskirts. In Effect Today 


The new insurance rates came this 


morning. They show a reduction from 
the former schedule, but as each risk is 
rated independently of all others, exact 
figures as to the amount of the change 
cannot of course be told without going 
over every risk in the city. Some 
risks are increased, and more are low- 
ered, while a large number remain un- 
changed. The only changes are in mer- 
cantile risks, dwellings not having been 
affected. 


The new rates which have just ar- 


rived, were promised considerably over 
a year ago. It was the adding of a 
chemical engine, horses and permanent 
firemen to the flre department that 
brought about the promise from the 
insurance companies that the rates 
should be revised at once and lower 
rates given. Since then the coming of 
the new rates has been decayed time 
after time, in a manner that is familiar 
to all. Some time affo the definite an- 
nouncement was made that they would 
be here April 1, and this promise was 
kept, approx imately. 


The new rates go into effect today, 


but only on policies that are writ- 
ten after this date, either new policies 
or renewals. Policies now in force are 
not to be changed under tue new sched- 
ule until they run out. 


As to the effect of the new schedule, 


only general statements can be made. 
It is apparent, however, in going over 
the new list, that a large proportion of 
the rates in the center of the city 
have been reduced. One agent who had 
put in considerable study on the list 
since receiving it said this noon that 
in his opinion about 90 per cent of the 
mercantile risks had been reduced. As 
tp the amount of reduction, this varies 
from 10 per cent to 16 in some cases, 
and he gave as his opinion that 12 per 
cent would be a.good fair average. 


Another agent, who has expected that 


the rates would be increased on the 
whole rather than decreased, said that 
for purely meroantUe risks, the reduc- 
tion was perhaps an averag1 "f 10 per 
cent more than hqd. been expected since 
the companies began, to send out state- 
ments of higher rates to come through- 
out the country. 


In general, it seems to be the case 


that the reduction is greater on build- 
ings than on stocks of goods, and that 
the reduction is greater in buildingsxon 
those which are classed as the safest 
risks. In the outskirts of the city, the 
reductions are not so numerous, and 
the majority of risks outside the busi- 
ness center are unchanged. There are 
quite a number of risks of a less de- 
sirable character that are increased. 


Some of the most notable reductions 


in the center of the city are accounted 
for by the remova"! of dangerous risks 
near by, as for example in the block 
bounded by M-ain, Bank and 
State 


streets, where the removal of the old 
Bijou theater building improved the 
risks. The old schedule which is re- 
placed by today's was made out in 1894, 
and many of these risks would have 
been reduced in any case, probably be- 
fore this if it had not been that the 
companies were waiting for the entire 
new schedule. 


Another change in the new schedule 


is in the flat rate. This is given in 
each case separately, fti the; flat rates 
the reductions are very noticeable, as 
formerly the schedule rates were based 
on the SO per cent clause, and the flat 
rate was just twice the 80 per cent 
rate. As most of the local insurance 
was on the 80 per cent basis, however, 
the actual reductions are figured on 
this part of the schedule. 


In connection with the new rates for 


this city, Adams and Wiilliamstown 
•are classed. It is said in these towns 
that the new rates are considerably 
higher than the old rates, and there is 
indignation correspondingly.

DEAD BEAT RULE OF DOCTORS 


Two Cists Reported Where Imperative

The "dead beat" rule of the local

The 
man offered to pay in advance, but was 
told that'so long as he owed any of the 
doctors, he could not secure their ser- 
vices. In consequence, his wife suffer- 
ed greatly before relief was secured.

The other day at the Westminster 


(England) county court a warrant for 
the arrest and committal of a solicitor 
had to be extended for four months 
more, as, though the solicitor was 
walking about the streets Iu the sight 
of the police, they dared not lay a lin- 
pev ou him. 
Even the Judge seemed 


surprised that the man could not be 
urroated. But it is probable he never 
will be arrested, for, as he carries a 
charui on his person In the form of a 
brief, his body cauuot be seized. This 
is because no oue engaged on business 
at a law court can be arrested for any 
breach of the civil law. It' you happen 
to owe a debt, to have a Judgment de- 
livered againct you and to be commit- 
ted to prison for not paying, of course 
you can be arrested under ordinary 
circumstances, but 
If you are sub- 


poenaed as a witness you cannot be 
arrested while going to the place, 
while staying there ro give evidence 
or while returning home, and you may 
feel sure that the courts will stick up 
for you. 


There are many other people who 


can laugh at the police. Of course no 
member of the royal family can be, 
arrested 
under 
any 
circumstances. 


Servants of the royal household also 
have groat privileges in this way. 
Should one of the royal servants com- 
mit a crime at the command of the 
crown he could not be arrested. As the 
crown can do no wrong, of course any 
order the crown should give would be 
considered right, and Bobby would not 
dare to make an arrest. 


Then members of parliament, though 


they can be arrested for some things, 
nre exempt in certain cases where or- 
dinary citizens would certainly be ijun 
in. ' If a member of the house of com- 
mons commits a crime, he can be ar- 
rested like any other citizen, but if it is 
a case of contempt of court, such as 
not paying debts, he can snap his fin- 
gers at the police during the greater 
part of the year—that is to say, he can- 
not be arrested while parliament is sit- 
ting nor for 40 days before and 40 days 
after the session. This gives him ex- 
emption during about nine-tenths of 
the year. 


Of course a peer enjoys the same 


good fortune, and so does a peeress in 
her own right 
But in their case the 


privilege is still greater, for they can- 
not be arrested on a civil process at 
any time, whether parliament is sit- 
ting or not. In fact, if the heir to a 
peerage happens to be In prison for any 
offense not criminal, he is liberated the 
moment he succeeds to the title. 


Foreign embassadors may commit 


any offense, from drunkenness up to 
murder, without running the slightest 
risk of seeing the inside of an English 
prison. And not only have the embas- 
sadors themselves this privilege, but 
their secretaries, 
coachmen, 
cooks, 


valets, etc., are equally favored indi- 
viduals, for the theory is that an em- 
bassador is useless without his dinner, 
his drives, his shaves and the like. 


When an embassador commits a 


crime, all that can be done is to ask 
his government to recall him. But, of 
course, if he went about the streets 
knocking many people down he would 
certainly be arrested and held tempo- 
rarily. But he could not be tried and 
punished. 
The foreign embassador's 


house, family and servants are looked 
upon as if they were in their own coun- 
try. 
Under no circumstances could a 


policeman or bailiff break into, the 
Louse or arrest any of the inhabitants. 


Soldiers, while on service, could run 


xip debts, refuse to pay, and if a judge, 
after ordering them to pay, without re- 
sult, issued a warrant for their arrest 
and committal, no policeman dare exe- 
cute it unless the amount were over 
$150. Navy men enjoy the same privi- 
leges, but no doubt they seldom get 
the opportunity of exercising them. 


The clergy are another class of men 


who are sometimes secure against ar- 
rest. A clergyman cannot be arrested 
when IIP is celebrating divine service 
or conducting tbe celebration of rites 
for the dead; nor can he be touched 
when going to or returning from either 
of these dudes. Any one breaking the 
law in this respect might be punished 
with as much as two years' imprison- 
ment with hard labor. 


On Sundays we are all privileged. 


No one can be arrested on Sunday ex- 
cept for treason, felony or breach of 
the peace. If any one tries It on with 


you, 
you can resist up to the point of 


killing him. 


A curious rnle In connection with ar- 


rest is not generally known—if a police- 
man comes along after a fight or an 
assault, he can make no arrest without 
a warrant—London Tit-Bits.

suspended for the day.

Vermont or any otlycr state will have 
occasion to publish a .notice such as 
the above. Farley is now in the Pitts- 
Held house of c 'i-rection and unless he 
is smarter than many other m-Tsoners 
who have, been confined there he will 
remoJn until his sentence is completed. 
Farley's reputation is well known and 
th? Jail officials will give him little 
opening- for 
esca.ne. 
His leputation 


fame before him and when he was put 
imd'er the usual examination accorded 
new prisoners he was thoroughly look- 
ed over by Sheriff Fuller's assistants. 
Parley is probably no more desperate 
than many others who n«ive been plac- 
ed behind the bars of the Pittsfield 
jail, but he is a man. who comes with 
as bad a record of crime, as any for 
several years. 


Among- the passengers on the train 


which arrived in this city irom Bos- 
ton Monday evening there was none v, ho 
was apparently moro at ea^e than 
Robert J. Farley. He was in the cus- 
tody of Deputy United Slates Mar- 
shall 'Waters, under sentence 
of 30 


months in the Pittsfield pail for larceny 
He pleaded guilty in the United States 
court at Boston, and therefore escaped, 
what he had most feared, a sentence 
to state prison. 


Farley is quite different from the 


othoi' prisoners. He is not the kind 
that gays h« has be&u taught a lesson 
and whem released from jail will en- 
deavor to lead a better life. Farley 
says he has always been bad and never 
expects to reform. 
He sacs he has 


made many attempts "but all proved 
failures and he has about decided that 
he will spend the greater share of his 
life behind prison bars. He rather en- 
joys the danger connected with com- 
mitting- Durglaries and while he admits 
that he has got the worst end of it 
in the majority of cases, fatill he has 
had plenty of enjoyment 
and 
-will 


not stop this mode of living until death, 
does it for him. 


Although only 28 years of age he haa 


served time in 16 jails and orisons. His 
first time in court was when he was 
but eight years of age. 
This time he 


was given seven days irt ja;l for jump- 
ing on a train when in motion. Creak- 
ing and. entering, larceny, burglary, 
drunkenness and assault and battery 
have been other crimes for which he 
was arrested. So familiar v,o° he with 
institutions for criminals tnat several 
years ago he w rote a book covering this 
matter. This book was in the posses- 
sion of Assistant U. S. District Attor- 
ney Casey of Boston when Farley was 
sentenced this weojc. 


Farley was born in England, and was 


first arrested there. 
Confinement in a 


jail followed. When 14 years of a^e he 
left home for this country. His start 
here was none too successful and he 
soon fell in with a gang of cnmifials. 
In New London, Conn., he was arrest- 
ed for the larcenr d£ a coat and 60 
days Tn jail was given, him. This was 
in 18S7. 


Then followed a series of crimes in 


New Tork state, Indiana and Vermont, 
for which he was in nearly every case 
arrested and imprisoned. Once he gave 
a man a pint of whiskey in Rutland, 
Vt., and got S-t days. At another time 
he "held up" five m.en in a store in 
Iveene, N. H., but fell and sprained his 
ankle in attempting to escape, and got 
a jail sentence. He also spent three 
years in the Windsar, Vt, prison for 
forgery. 
His last arrest was for the 


larceny of a mail bag from the Palme} 
depot, November 24, 1S99. Farley says 
that he had been in this section of the 
sta.te for a few days and on November 
21 came to this city. 
That nigtit he 


•went to Pittsfield, sleeping in the po- 
lice station there, giving the name of 
James Taylor. 
He was in company 


with three men. here who were connect- 
ed with tjie Palmer crime. They were 
waiting to catch a ride on a freight 
train when they discovered, a mail bag 
at the end of the Palmer denot. The 
mail carrier was looking- at the carcass 
of a mooF-e but a shoirt distance away. 
It was an oasy matter to steal the bag. 
No money,.however, V/S.K resized from 
it. 
II wai; not until February that 


Farley wfi'? arrested for the crime. He 
was then in Rutland, Vt. 


Farley sars that he is satisfied that 


tho men who recently committed sev- 
eral burprlnrios in South Acton and vi- 
cinity nr? the same who were with 
him in Palmer. He says that this gang 
fnund it a.n cary matter to rob nost- 
offiofs and made few attempts to bur- 
e-larizcj other places.

small rm\ns nro generally left un- 
guarded and it is an easy matter to dU=- 
pnse of stamp?. Railroad offices have 
always been Cfivcn tiro "go bv." 'Tick- 
ets cannot be sold to any great extent 
while the money found at s,uch place-/ 
is chorally of small amounts.. 


Farley has a wife and two children 


living in Vermont. To them he is known 
undor the name h? now bears, although 
he olnims this is not his correct name. 
Farley says that his wife knows of his 
sentence to tho local jail, but she could 
be of 
n<> assistance to him 
Ho has 


repeatedly ad\ised her to get a divorce. 
He has frankly admitted to her that 
he rr.-obably would never reform and 
she would alwn;-s have to shift for 
herself. 
Farley already ip countin<r the days 


when he will finish his term in Pitts- 
field. Good behavior will bring his sen- 
tence down to "T m.TintliR and lie in- 
tendsi to take every advantage of this. 
Of course he would let no opportunity 
go by that would allow him -to ospano 
but such chances hiv floes not expect. 
Although Farley has shifted for hlm- 
;:olf prncliciiJly all his life he 
is> well 


educated and ablo to cnro for himself.
